The terrible wind storm which pre­ 
vailed in this vicinity last evening 
came near resulting in the death by 
drowning of Frank Moore, Joe Judge, 
Harry Cafoy, William Bridge. Stanley 
Stevenson, Tom Meredith and Clyde 
Smith, all boys of not more than 17 
years of age. 
They were swimming in 
the river on the West Virginia side 
when the storm approached, and being 
i very much frightened at the awful­ 
ness of the storm's appearance, hur­ 
riedly jumped into their clothes and 
started for the Ohio side in a skiff. 
When about half way across, the 
waves, which wrere running exceeding­ 
ly high, commenced rocking the boat 
up and down and finally they com­ 
pletely enveloped the skiff sinking it 
almost instantly, throwing the 
boys 
out. 
Luckily all are good swimmers 
and succeeded in battling their way to 
shore and safety. 
How' they managed 
to do so, however, is considered m ar­ 
velous. as 'the average swimmer finds 
it difficult to swim the same distance 
under favorable circumstances. 
But 
one of the boys, Frank Moore, is any 
the worse for the experience. 
He was 
hurt about the lower limits in escaping 
from the boat and in consequence is 
suffering considerably. 
Glass was broken and several small 
outhouses wrecked or overturned, 
A terrific wind storm passed over 
the city at about 7:30 last evening, and 
for a few moments hats were flying all 
over the streets, signs were blown 
down. awnings torn and general ex­ 
citement reigned. On Sixth street sev­ 
eral serious accidents were narrowly 
averted. 
The dust that blew along the

streets tho driver of a beer

the motorman not have acted quickly 
in stopping, the car would have struck 
the horse. 
. The wind blew so strong that the 
large door leading to the hallway of 
the Oyster building, on Sixth street, 
was blown shut, breaking a large plate 
glass in the door, causing it to fall 
all over the sidewalk. 
A number of outbuildings were over­ 
turned on the North Side and several 
chimneys demolished.

and many trees damaged, some being 
entrely ruined.

Tortured to Death. 


Longview, Tex., May 23.—A 
man 
hunt, which had been 
in 
progress 
since last Saturday, ended yesterday 
in the burning at the stake of Dudley 
Morgan, a negro, who assaulted Mrs. 
McKee, wife of a Texas and Pacific 
section foreman a t Lansing, Tex. 
The train bearing the prisoner and 
his captors arrived at Marshall and 
was met by a great crowd of people. 
Many more boarded the train at B all­ 
ville, and when it arrived at Lansing 
every available place on it was occu­ 
pied. W altng at Lansng was another 
large crowd from Longview and the 
surrounding country. 
The negro was not taken from the 
train on the side where the crowd 
was. and when the engineer started 
to pull out several W inchesters were 
leveled at him and others of the train 
crew. 
They were told if they moved 
the train an inch 
they 
would be 
killed. 
The prisoner was identified 
by Mrs. McKee and several negroes 
who worked on the section with Mor­ 
gan. 
The negro was escorted 
by 
about 200 men, arm ed with Winches 
ters, to the place of execution. As he 
was chained to the stake he made a 
statem ent, in which he implicated an­ 
other negro named Franklin Heard, 
saying Heard was to get part of the 
money which wa sto be stolen. 


Slowly Tortured to Death. 
Morgan confessed to having com­ 
m itted the crime and after he had 
been securely 
chained to the rail, 
with his hands and legs free, the mob 
began to take railroad ties from a 
fire already started and burn out his 
eyes. 
They then held the red hot and 
burning tim bers to his neck. and. af­ 
ter burning his clothes off. ta other 
parts of his body. The negro 
ream ­ 
ed in agony. 
He was tortured delib­ 
erately and slowly, with the crowd 
clamoring for a slow death, and the 
negro, writhing and groaning, begged 
piteously to be sh o t 
Mrs. McKee 
was brought to the scene in a car 
riage, accompanied 
by 
four other 
women, and an effort was made to 
get the carriage close enough for her 
to see the negro. 
The crowd was so 
dense, however, that this was impos 
Bible. 


Grewsome Search For Relics. 
Persons held each other on their 
shoulders, taking turns looking at tho 
awful sight. 
The negro’s head finally 
dropped and the 
ties 
were piled 
around and over him. In half an hour 
only the trunk of his body remained. 
As soon as the heat would perm it the 
crowd, with long sticks, 
began 
a 
grewsome search for relics. 
Parts of 
his skull and body were gathered up 
by some and carried away. 
As the 
fire died down the crowd took the two 
men who first caught the negro and 
held them on their shoulders, and, 
with 
their 
W inchesters 
in 
their 
hands, were photographed. 
Section Foreman McKee, husband 
of the woman assaulted, applied the 
match to the faggots. 
Many women 
were present from the surrounding 
country, but owing to the great crush 
they had very little opportunity to 
see the negro until the heat forced 
the crowd to widen the circle and 
the flames leaped over them. 


Forced Engineer to Stop. 
The railroads brought crowds 
of 
people to Longview’ Junction, where 
they boarded the Texas and Pacific 
fast train. 
This ordinarily doesn’t 
8top at Lansing. 
The engineer was 
forced at the point of a W inchester 
to stop at the scene of the lynching 
and the mob disembarked.

W ashington, May 23.—Bishop Tho­ 
burn, of the M. E. church of India 
and Malasia, was before tfee senate 
com mittee on Philippines yesterday. 
He said the American occupation of 
the Philippines should be continued. 
In the course of his exam ination

said th at the American

was an act of God. This led to quite 
a long line of questions by Senator 
Patterson. 
Senator Beveridge objected, saying 
the questions were unnecessary, and

was 
made for objection.

Bishop 
Thoburn will con­ 
tinue today.

asked him for his 
opinion of the capacity of the Malay 
for self-government. 
“I think they 
are very defective,” 
he 
said. 
‘‘It 
would be a crime in my opinion to re­ 
move the present American restraints 
in the Philippines.” 
Further along the bishop said he 
believed the Filipinos should have a 
protectorate, after the m anner of the 
British protectorate. 
The bishop said 
he did not believe th at originally the 
Amercan governm ent had, when Ad­ 
miral Dewey went to Manila, any in­ 
tention of taking control of the Phil­ 
ippines. 
President 
McKinley, 
he 
said, had told him that he had tried 
in every possible way to avoid the an­ 
nexation of the Philippines.

The train bearing the prisoner and 
his captors arrived at Marshall and 
was met by a great crowd of people. 
Many more boarded the train at Man­ 
ville, and “when it arrived at Lansing 
every available place on it was occu­ 
pied. 
W aitng at Lsnsng was another 
large crotvd from Longview and the 
surrounding country. 
The negro was not taken from the 
train on the side where the crowd 
was, and when the engineer started 
to pull out several W inchesters were 
leveled at him and others of the train 
crew. 
They were told if they moved 
the train an inch 
they 
would be 
killed. 
The prisoner was identified 
by Mrs. McKee and several negroes 
who worked on the section with Mor­ 
gan.

statem ent, in which he implicated an­ 
other negro named Franklin Heard, 
saying Heard was to get part of the 
money which wa sto be stolen. 


Slowly Tortured to Death. 


Morgan confessed to having com­

They then held the red-hot and 
burning timbers to his neck, and. af­ 
ter burning his clothes off. to other 
parts of his body.

women, and an effort was made to 
get the carriage close enough for her 
to see the negro. 
The crowd was so 
dense, however, that this was im pos­ 
sible. 


Grewsome Search For Relics. 
Persons held each other on their 
shoulders, taking turns looking at tho 
awful sight. 
The negro’s head finally 
dropped and the 
ties 
were piled 
around and over him. 
In half an hour 
only the trunk of his body remained. 
As soon as the heat would permit the 
crowd, with long sticks, 
began 
a 
grewsome search for relics. 
Parts of 
his skull and body were gathered up 
by some and carried aw’ay. 
As the 
fire died down the crowd took the two 
men w'bo first caught the negro and 
held them on their shoulders, and, 
with

in 
their 
hands, were photographed. 
Section Foreman McKee, husband 
of the woman assaulted, applied the 
match to the faggots. 
Many women 
were present from the surrounding 
country, but owing to the great crush 
they had very little opportunity to 
see the negro until the heat forced 
the crow'd to widen the circle and 
the flames leaped over them.

Others emit a thou­ 
sand times as much light as be does. 
Indeed, one scientist thinks there are af 
least two stars each of which is prob­ 
ably 10,000 times as bright as the sun, 
which signifies that if either of those 
stars w’ere as near to us as the sun is 
it would outshine bim 10,000 times in 
brightness. The two stars are Cano­ 
pus, which is in the southern hemi­ 
sphere aud invisible from our part of 
the earth, and Itigel, one of the two 
brightest stars iu the constellation Ori 
on.

LABORERS ENGAGE 
IN SERIOUS FIGHT 


WILLIAM HAMS KNOCKED SENSE­ 
LESS BY A B R U ... 


His SkuII Was Crushed And Scalp Bad­ 
ly Cut—John Ingram Jailed 
for the Crime. 


A tight which came near resulting in 
the death of a colored laborer occurred 
shortly after 2:3" o'clock 
yesterday 
afternoon in the neighborhood of Fif­ 
teenth and commerce streets. 
Two colored laborers named 
John 
Ingram and William Hams, who had 
been t< as mg 
each other all of 
the 
fore part of 
the 
afternoon, 
finally 
came to blows and tile affair resulted 
in Hams having the back part of his 
skull crushed in with a blick thrown 
by Ingram. 
The men were working with a gang 
for Rinehart Bros. on the new 
Com­ 
merce street pax mg and were unload­ 
ing bride. 
Their joking had continued 
but a short 
time when Hams picked 
up a shovel and spanked Ingram in a 
friendly way, not meaning any h a m 
Ingram, however, took exceptions 
to 
Hams' action and retaliated 
with 
a 
brick, which he picked up from the 
pile laying on the side of the street. 
Hams had his hack turned at the time 
and the brick hit him on the back oi 
the head, cutting a deep 
gash 
and 
crushing the skuii. 
Ingram seeing what he had 
done

This will consist of gor­ 
geously decorated carriages and turn 
outs. It is the floral parade that is the 
unique feature of La Fiesta and the 
part that Los Angolans claim cannot 
be reproduced elsewhere in America. 
The vehicles, ranging in size and shape 
from the dogcart to the tallyho and 
the automobile, will be so buried in 
blossoms and green leaves as to cover 
any suggestion of wood or iron work. 
in conformity with the custom that 
always obtains in La Fiesta, the name 
of the queen will be kept secret until 
the day of th? parade. Great care is 
always taken in selecting the queen, 
who is always one of the most proud-

New York, May 23.—The 
general 
assembly of the Presbyterian church 
yesterday adopted the entire report 
of the committee on revision of the 
confession of faith. 
Tho assembly first adopted all the 
report except the brief supplementary 
statem ent with only two dissenting 
votes. 
By a like vote the supplementary 
statem ent was then adopted. 
On the “supplerm ntary statem ent” 
the action of the general assembly is 
final. 
It will not in any way affect 
the creed or become part of the or­ 
ganic law of the church. 
The other 
two parts, known as the ‘‘declaratory 
statem ent” and the “brief statem ent 
of the reformed 
faith,” to become 
part of the law cf the church, will 
have to be acted upon favorably by 
two-thirds cf the entire number of 
presbyteries in the general assembly. 


\ 
Prayer Meeting Held. 
The business of the day was pre 
ceded by a prayer meeting conducted 
by the Rev. £>r. W- R. Taylor, 
of 
Rochester. 
W hen Dr. Van Dyke, the 
moderator, called the assembly 
to 
order alm ost every commissioner was 
in his seat. 
The first half hour was 
devoted to routine m atters and then 
the Rev. Dr. Henry C. Minton, chair­ 
man of the committee on revision, 
opened the discussion on the commit­ 
tee’s report 
Dr. Minton asked that the first part 
of the report be adopted. 
Dr. 
Van 
Dyke said 
there 
would 
be no di­ 
vision in the report. Dr. Minton, who 
is a member of the committee on creed 
revision, then said that the report had 
been adopted unanimously, and that 
the committee had worked in good 
faith. 
No man in the committee, he 
said, had had his own way and there 
was ever m utual consideration among 
the members. 
He spoke of some of 
the considerations which had guided 
the committee In its work. 
He said 
that tile object of the revision was to 
remove 
misapprehension 
regarding 
the confession, and several of its un­ 
guarded statem ents, of which the sec­ 
tion referring to the pope is one. 
It 
reads that the pope "is anti-Christ, a 
man of sin and a son of perdition.” 
I 
Dr. Minton said that while the com­ 
m ittee might hold that this was true, 
yet the members believed it had no 
place in the revised faith. 
So far as 
he was concerned, he said, the section 
rightly applied to a man who usurped 
th e crown right of Jesus Christ. The 
report of ihe committee asks for the 
following as a substitute: 
“The Lord 
Jesus Christ Is. the only head of the 
church and the claim of any man to 
be the vicar of Christ and the head 
of the church is unscriptural, with­ 
out w arrant in fact, and is a usurpa­ 
tion 
dishonoring 
the 
Lord 
Jesus 
Christ.” 
<KV*- 
Infants Not Condemned. 
P iDr. Minton took up the section of 
the W estm inster confession referring 
to “infant damnation.” 
This section 
states that infants who do not die in 
the faith are eternally lost.” Dr. Min 
ton in speaking of this section said 
th at “such statem ents were false and 
unw arranted.” 
This frank and de­ 
cided statem ent brought out a salvo 
of applause. Dr. Minton then took up 
various overtures in the old confes 
Bion, showing certain ambiguities and 
antagonstic statem ents. 
Dr. Jam es D. Moffat moved that the 
report be adopted and this was sec 
onded by the Rev. Dr. Duffield; the 
Rev. Dr. R. Q. Kerr, 
of 
Bellevue, 
Neb.; Dr. Robert R. Booth, New York 
city; Dr. Palmer, of St. Louis, and 
Eld^r Jerem iah Baker, of Madison. 
N. J., all spoke in favor of the mo 
lion. 
The question Was called for and on 
a yea and nay vote was carried with 
only two dissenting votes. 
Dr. Duf 
field then moved that the adoption 
be made unanimous, but the motion 
was not seconded, 
Dr. Francis L. Coll, of Hopkinsville 
Ky., said that 
while he had voted 


against the report for conscientious 
reasons, he w^as willing to withhold 
his vote if thereby a unanimous adop 
tion could be obtained. 
Elder Daniel Tladen. of Greensville, 
Tenn., who also opposed the report, 
gave like reasons for his opposition. 
Wept OYer Proposed Revision. 
The Rev. Fleming O. Ratify, of Kin 
simmee, Fla., opposed revision. 
‘I 
am against the adoption of the re­ 
port,” he said. 
“I h aw never found 
any difficulty with tho cl I standards 
They have lighted the way for rn* 
and mine across the river, all the 
way. 
I feel that this revision is the 
entering wedge, and how far it will 
go no one can tell.” Here the speaker 
broke down and wept. 
The 
question 
was 
then 
the resolution 
ordering the report 
published was carried with only two 
dissenting votes. 
The motion for adoption of tho sup­ 
plementary statem ent was made by 
Dr. Minton and seconded by the Rev. 
Dr. Howard Duffle Id, of the Old First 
Presbyterian church, this city. 
"W e are face to face with a bab") 
and a pentleost,” said Dr. Duffield, "a 
babels of confession and_ ja._ pentecost 
wh^re "souls will be won and blessings 
gained. 
Which shall it be? 
It would be a great thing if by 
unanimous vote we could take out 
from our vocabulary tfje words ‘Lib­ 
eral’ and ‘Conservative’ and 
merge 
them into th at glorious name ‘Pres­ 
byterian.’ 
Let us tell the world that 
the Presbyterian church is not only 
the revered guardian of thie past, but 
also the sym pathetic Interpreter of 
the present and the hair apparent to 
the throne 01 the future.

adopted.” 
Dr. Richard S. Holmes, of P itts­ 
burg, said he represented the con­ 
servative elem ent cf the church. 
He 
said he had only voiced the sentiment 
of that elem ent when he asked the 
assembly tor the unanimous adoption 
of the supplem entary rep o rt 
The entire report was adopted and 
the session was closed with an im­ 
pressive devotional service, in which 
the Rev. Dr. Johnson, of Chcago, and 
the Rev. Dr. Dickey offer Kl prayer 
and Dr. R. R. Booth, of this city, pro­ 
nounced the benediction. 
Made Report on Temperancew 
At the afternoon session Dr. Wil­ 
liam Henry Roberts offered a resolu­ 
tion, which was carried, providing for 
the printing of the "brief statem ent 
of the reformed faith” in pamphlet 
form for the use of the commission­ 
ers of the assembly, pastors of the 
churches and others. 
The Rev. Dr. D. Stuart Dodge, as 
chairman cf the standing committee 
on temperance, then presented the re­ 
port of that committee. 
Dr. Dodge made reference to the 
adopted creed revision, evoking great 
applause.

assembly of the P resbyterian church 
yesterday adopted tho entire report 
of the com mittee on revision el the 
confession of faith. 
Tho assembly tirst adopted all the 
report except the brief supplementary 
statem ent with only two dissenting 
votes. 
By a like vote the supplementary 
statem ent was then adopt* d. 
On the "supplcuu ntary statem ent” 
the aition of the general assembly is 
final. 
It will not in any way affect 
the creed or become part of the or­ 
ganic law of the church. 
Tho other 
two parts, known as the “d e c la ra to r 
state m en t” and the “brief statem ent 
of the reformed 
faith,” to become 
part of the law of the church, will 
have to bo acted upon favorably by 
two-thirds cf the entire number of 
presbyteries in the general assembly.

Prayer Meeting Held. 


The business of the day was pre 
ceded by a prayer meeting conducted 
by the Rev. pr. Yf. H. Taylor, 
of 
Rochester. 
\Vhen Dr. Van Dyke, the 
moderator, called the assembly 
to 
order alm ost every commissioner was 
in his seat. 
The first half hour was 
devoted to routine m atters and then 
the Rev. Dr. Henry C. Minton, chair 
m an of the committee on revision, 
opened the discussion on the com m it 
te e’s report. 
Dr. Minton asked th at the first part 
of th© report be adopted. 
Dr. 
Van 
Dyke 
said 
there 
would 
be no di 
vision in the report. 
Dr. Minton, who 
is a member of the com mittee on creed 
revision, then said that the report had 
been adopted unanimously, and that 
the com mittee had worked in good 
faith. 
No man in the committee, he 
said, had had his own way and there 
was ever mutual consideration among 
the members. 
He spoke of some of 
the considerations which had guided 
the com mittee in its work. 
He said 
th a t the object of the revision was to 
remove 
m isapprehension 
regarding 
the confession, and several of its un­ 
guarded statem ents, of which the sec­ 
tion referring to the pope is one.

reads that the pope “is anti-Christ, a 
man of sin and a son of perdition.”

Dr. Minton said that while the com­ 
m ittee m ight hold that this was true, 
yet the members believed it had no 
place in the revised faith.

Dr. Minton took up the section of 
the W estm inster confession referring 
to "infant damnation." 
This section 
states th a t infants who do not die in 
the faith are eternally lost.”

unw arranted.” 
This frank and de­ 
cided statem ent brought out a salvo 
of applause. 
Dr. Minton then took up

The entire report was adopted and 
the session was closed with an im­ 
pressive devotional service, in which 
the Rev. Dr. Johnson, of Chcago, and 
the Rev. Dr. Dickey offered prayer 
and Dr. R. R. Booth, of this city, pro­ 
nounced the benediction.

The m atter

were in th* nature of a memorial ser­ 
vice for Mrs William Kelly, who died 
recently in China, the first Cumber­ 
land Presbyterian missionary to die 
in service since the war.

But One of Them the Worse For Their 
Frightful Experience— Storm Caus­ 
ed Great Excitement and Did Con­ 
siderable Damage.

The terrible wind storm which pre 
* vailed in this vicinity last evening 
came near resulting in the death by 
drowning of Frank Moore. Joe Judge, 
Harry Cafoy, William Bridge, Stanley 
Stevenson, Tom Meredith and Clyde 
Smith, all boys of not more than 17 
years of age. 
They were swimming in 
the river on the West Virginia side 
when the storm approached, and being 
g very much frightened at the awful­ 
ness of the storm’s appearance, hur­ 
riedly jumped into their clothes and 
started for the Ohio side in a skiff. 
When about half way across, the 
waves, which were running exceeding­ 
ly high, commenced rocking the boat 
up and down and finally they com 
pletely enveloped the skiff sinking it 
almost instantly, throwing the 
boys 
out. 
Luckily all are good swimmers 
and succeeded in battling their way to 
shore and safety. 
How they managed 
to do so, however, is considered m ar­ 
velous, as t h e average swimmer finds 
it difficult to swim the same diatanoe 
under favorable circumstances. 
But 
one of the boys, Frank Moore, is any 
the worse for the experience. 
He was 
hurt about the lower limbs in escaping 
4 from tin boat and in consequence is 
suffering considerably. 
(Bass was broken anil several small 
outhouses a recked or overturned. 
A terrific wind storm passed over 
the city at about 7:30 last evening, and 
for a few moments hats were Hying all 
a over the streets, signs were blown 
i 
down, awnings torn and general ex 
citement reigned. On Sixth street sev 
^ oral serious accidents were narrowly 
averted. 
The dust that blew along the 
street 
» between the Diamond and Washington 
street was so thick that persons driv­ 
ing buggies could 
hardly tell where 
they were going. 
O ne carriage con­ 
taining two ladies

struck a 
street car going west, and at the cor- 
* ner of Sixth and Washington a horse 
became frightened at flying paper. It

T h e wind blew so strong that the 
large door leading to the hallway of 
the Oyster building, on Sixth street, 
was blown shut, breaking a large plate 
glass in the door, causing It to fall 
all over the sidewalk. 
A number of outbuildings were over­ 
turned on the North Side and several 
chimneys demolished.

Confessed 
Crime— Slowly 


Tortured to Death. 


Longview, Tex., May 23.— A 
man 
hunt, which had been 
in 
progress 
since last Saturday, ended yesterday 
in the burning at the stake of Dudley 
Morgan, a negro, who assaulted Mrs. 
McKee, wife of a Texas and Pacific 
section foreman at Lansing. Tex. 
The train bearing the prisoner and 
bis captors arrived at Marshall and 
was met by a great crowd of ptfople. 
Many more boarded the train at B a ll­ 
ville, and when it arrived at Lansing 
every available place on it was occu­ 
pied. 
W aitng at Lansng was another 
large crowd from Longview and the 
surrounding country. 
The negro was not taken from the 
train on the side where the crowd 
was, and when the engineer started 
to pull out several Winchesters were 
leveled at him and others of the train 
crew. 
They were told if they moved 
the train an inch 
they 
would be 
killed. 
The prisoner was identified 
by Mrs. McKee and several negroes 
who worked on the section with Mor­ 
gan. 
The negro was escorted 
by 
about 200 men, armed with Winches 
ters, to the place of execution. 
As he 
was chained to the stake he made a 
statement, in which he implicated an­ 
other negro named Franklin Heard, 
saying Heard was to get part of the 
money which wa sto be stolen. 


Slowly Tortured to Death. 


Morgan confessed to having com­ 
mitted the crime and after he had 
been securely 
chained to the rail, 
with his hands and legs free, the mob 
began to take railroad ties from a 
fire already started and burn out his 
eyes. 
They then held the red-hot and 
burning timbers to his neck, and. af­ 
ter burning his clothes off. to other 
parts of his body. 
The negro .-cream­ 
ed in agony. 
He was tortured delib­ 
erately and slowly, with the crowd 
clamoring for a slow death, and the 
negro, writhing and groaning, begged 
piteously to be shot 
Mrs. McKee 
was brought to the scene in a car 
riage, accompanied 
by 
four other 
women, and an effort was made to 
g< t the carriage close enough for hor 
to see the negro. 
The crowd was so 
dense, however, that this was impos 
Bible. 


Grewsome Search For Relics. 


Persons held each other on their 
shoulders, taking turns looking at the 
awful sight. 
The negro’s head finally 
dropped and the 
ties 
were piled 
around and over him. 
In half an hour 
only the trunk of his body remained. 
As soon as the heat would permit the 
crowd, with long sticks, 
began 
a 
grewsome search for relics. 
Parts of 
his skull and body were gathered up 
by some and carried away. 
As the 
Art* died down the crowd took the two 
men who first caught the negro and 
held them on their shoulders, and, 
with 
their 
Winchesters 
in 
their 
hands, were photographed. 
Section Foreman McKee, husband 
of the woman assaulted, applied the 
match to the faggots. 
Many women 
were present from the surrounding 
country, but owing to the great crush 
they had very little opportunity to 
see the negro until th*- heat forced 
the crowd to widen the circle and 
the flames leaped over them. 


Forced Engineer to Stop. 


The railroads brought crowds 
of 
people to Longview Junction, where 
they boarded the Texas and Pacific 
fast train. 
This ordinarily doesn’t 
stop at lansing. 
The engineer was 
forced at the point of a Winchester 
to stop at the scene of the lynching 
and the mob disembarked.

May 23.— Bishop Tho­ 
burn, cf the M. E. church of India 
and Malasia, was before the senate 
committee on Philippines yesterday 
He M id the American occupation of 
the Philippines should be continued. 
In the course of his examination 
he 
said that the American 
occupation 
was an act of God. 
This led to quite 
a long line of questions by Senator 
Patterson. 
Senator Beveridge objected, saying 
the questions were unnecessary, and 
Senator 
Patterson 
remarked 
that 
whenever the questions were such as 
to bring out evidence which the ma­ 
jority did not want an excuse 
was 
made for objection. 
Chairman Lodge sustained the ob­ 
jection. 
Bishop 
Thoburn w ill con­ 
tinue today.

brought out the fact that the witness 
had resided for 43 years in the straits

opinion of the capacity of the Malay 
for self-government.

Dissenting Votes.

New York, May 23.—T he 
general 
assem bly of the P resb y terian church 
yesterday adopted the en tire report 
of the com m itU'e on revision a1 the 
confession of faith. 
The assem bly first adopted all the 
report except the brief supplem entary 
statem ent with only two dissenting 
votes. 
By a like vote the supplementary 
statem ent was then adopt d. 
On the " s u p p h tm ntary sta tem en t” 
the action of th e general assembly is 
final. 
It will not in any way affect 
the creed or become part of the or­ 
ganic law cf the church. 
The other 
two parts, known as the ‘‘declaratory 
s tatem en t” and the ‘‘brief statem ent 
of the reformed 
faith,'' to become 
part of the law of the church, will 
have to be acted upon favorably by 
two-thirds cf the t m ire num ber of 
presbyteries in the geneial a.-tiubly.

Prayer Meeting Held. 


The business of the day was pre 
ceded by a prayer m eeting conducted 
by the Rev. \)r. \V. K. Taylor, 
of 
Rochester. 
W hen Dr. Van D v ke, the 
m oderator, called the assem bly 
to 
order alm ost every com m issioner w’as 
in his seat. 
The first half hour was 
devoted to routine m atters and then 
the Rev. Dr. Eienry C. M inton, ch air­ 
m an of th e com m ittee ’on revision, 
opened the discussion on th e com m it­ 
te e’s report. 
Dr. M inton asked th a t the first part 
of tho rep o rt be adopted.

Van 
Dyke 
said 
th ere

vision in the report. 
Dr. M inton, who 
is a m em ber of the com m ittee on creed 
revision, then said th at the re port had 
been adopted unanim ously, and th at 
the com m ittee had worked In good 
faith. 
No m an in the com m ittee, he 
said, had had his own way and there 
was ever m utual consideration am ong 
the m em bers. 
He spoke of som e of 
th e considerations which had guided 
the com m ittee in its work.
